"I lasted the week," said Tref- 


fcry. "And then he said he'd get 
my boots in another week. I kept 
on living — I wouldn't let myself 
die. Whenever I got awful low, 
really down in the gutter, I could 
hear my mother saying like she 
always said: 'Keep your chin up.' 
I'll never know how I made it but 
I'm here and alive." 


Of 350 U. S. infantrymen cap- 


tured by Chinese on Nov. 30, 1950, 
south of the Changjin Reservoir, 
Treffery is one of less than 50 still 
living. 


His feet froze. 
The flesh fell off his Iocs. 
A Korean nurse snipped off eight 


of his toes with garden 
shears. 


He broke off two with his own 


fingers. 


During four attacks of dysentery, 


Treffery's weight dropped from 150 
to 60 pounds.

Tho annual net payroll of the 


present operation is in excess of 
$250.000 


One of the more interesting ang- 


I°K to the mill was seeing, in oper- 
ation, the sawmill carriage and 
tho steam nigger, manufactured by 
the Cox Brothers Foundry and Ma- 
chine Shop 


Raw materials for 
this milling 


operation are purchased in an ap- 
proximate radius of 25 miles. These 
logs arc ripped, sawed, kiln dried 
and planed into all types and di- 
mensions of high quality lumber. 


The present mill was built and 


put into operation about three years 
ago, just 77 days after the form- 
er plant burned to the ground. The 
work of building and equipping 
this new plant went on aroud the 
clock, seven days a week, in ord- 
er to accomplish the completion of 
such an installation in that short 
period of time. 


Lumber products of the Graydon 


Anthony Lumber Mill are shipped 
to most of the states in the United 
States. Most of the plant's output, 
however, is shipped to points west 
of Chicago.
